A THOROUGH CLEANING 


Mr. Hen rat’n Contest Prom ises to tart 
in the Light on Many a Dark 
and Devious Way. 


District Attorney Jerom e Has Trained 
His Powerful Batteries Upon 
Tammany Hull. 


New York, Nov. IO.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral Mayer stated today that he had 
received inform ation of the recovery 
from the North river of certain ballot- 
boxes used In the election of Tuesday 
last. 
He said the m atter was under 
investigation. 


New Y'ork, Nov. IO.—The contest 
over the m ayoralty election, inaugurat­ 
ed by William Randolph Hearst, the 
Municipal Ownership candidate, has 
developed some interesting and spec­ 
tacular features. 
For twelve hours 
the boxes containing nearly 600,000 
ballots cast In last Tuesday s election 
choked the streets in the vicinity of 
the headquarters of the board of elec­ 
tions in Sixth avenue, between Forty- 
first and Forty-second streets. 
The 
ballot-boxes bad been gathered during 
the night by the police and conveyed 
In 
patrol 
wagons 
to 
the 
election 
lioard’s headquarters. 
T here the officials refused to receive 
the ballot-boxes, and the police, acting 
under a court order signefi by Justice 
Gaynor, compelling the police authori­ 
ties to turn the ballots over to the 
election board, had nothing to do but 
rem ain outside and await the pleasure 
of th e election officials. 
Powerful Machinery in Motion. 
Apprised of the situation, tin* atto r­ 
neys for Mr. H earst appeared before 
Justice Dickey of the state suprem e 
court and secured from him an order 
compelling John R. Voorhis, president 
of the board of elections, to accept 
the ballots. 
The order was served 
promptly and the ballots were then 
receipted for by the election board. 
U nder strong guards the patrol wag­ 
ons containing the boxes were driven 
to various warehouses in this city 
and Brooklyn, where the ballots were 
stored subject to the orders of the 
election board. 
State Attorney General Julius M ay­ 
er had a conference in the afternoon 
with District Attorney Jerom e, after 
which

Another feature of the contest is the 
announcem ent by the Citizens’ Union

election, 
its 
prime object being to secure a new* 
election law in the state of New York. 
Attorney General Mayer said; "Dis­ 
trict Attorney Jerom e has placed at 
my disposal the m achinery of his of­ 
fice and will co-operate with me in 
every way. as I will with him, In the 
prosecution of offenses against 
the 
elective franchise. 
Assistant District 
Attorneys Perkins and Sanford are to 
devote them selves to this work In 
conjunction 
with 
Deputy 
Attorney 
General Mason and assistants.” 
The attorney 
general 
received 
a 
large bundle of subpoenas from the 
district attorney and Imm ediately put 
several election deputies at work serv­ 
ing them. 
Charges that several ballot- 
boxes had been stolen before the re­ 
turns were reported and that others 
were found unsealed, have been made. 
The Investigation of the election prom ­ 
ises to be the most thorough ever 
made in New York city. 
Mayor McClellan has engaged coun­ 
sel. among them being Alton IV Par 
ker, ex-judge of the court of appeals 
and Democratic candidate for presi­ 
dent last year to represent him during 
the mayoralty contest. 
A statem ent was issued from Mr. 
H earst’s headquarters saying that an 
examination of the alleged defective 
ballots which were thrown out on elec­ 
tion day shows more than 8,000 which 
he declares should have been counted 
for him. 
It is asserted that these bal­ 
lots were marked with a cross beneath 
the municipal ow nership em blem and 
in the circle over Mr, Jerom e s name. 
Mr. Hearst says these ballots should 
be counted for him pending a judicial 


decision as to their validity. 
He as­ 
serts that if these were accredited to 
him he would be elected without a re­ 
count of th e entire vote. 


APPEAL FOR PEACE 


Prince Obolensky Addresses a Stirring 
Note to h is Clergy. 
FU Petersburg. Nov. IO 
The ortho­ 
dox clergy under the direction of the 
new procuarfor general, Prince Obol­ 
ensky, have issued a stirring appeal 
to the provincial priests to aid in the 
restoration of peace in the country. 
The document, which is written in the 
old Slavonic style, declares that the 
priests are unworthy m inisters of the 
chalice if they stand idle while Chris­ 
tians are m urdering each other and 
their "brothers the Jews." 
It adds: 
"W e are servants of Him 
who taught us io love our enemies. 
Let us elevate the cross for the blood 
which has flowed over it, and in the 
hour of freedom teach the eternal 
truth before which every party must 
bow done.”

Pitt,

Premier Balfour based his speech con­ 
cerning the relations of Great Britain 
with 
foreign 
countries at the lord 
mayor's banquet in the guild hall last 
night, an occasion when custom makes 
it almost im perative for either the 
prem ier or the foreign secretary to 
discuss the foreign and domestic poli­ 
cies of the government. 
Mr. Balfour 
and W hitelaw Reid, the Am erican am ­ 
bassador, who replied to the toast, 
“Their excellencies, the foreign minis­

vied with each other in pleasant words 
for the credit of their respective coun­ 
tries as leaders among the advocates 
of the arbitration of quarrels through­ 
out the civilized world.

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CRAZED WITH LIQUOR 


Mutt nous Sailors at Cronstadt Start on 
a Ra mpage. 
Cronsfadt, Nov. 
IO.—The heavens 
reflected the glare of smouldering fires 
as the Associated Press correspondent 
approached Croustadt at 8 o'clock last 
evening. 
Upon landing, however, h u r­ 
ried inquiry revealed the fact that the 
troops and the loyal sailors apparently 
had the upper hand. 
Fighting had 
ceased in the streets and the town was 
quiet, but fears were expressed that 
there might be further trouble later. 
Today patrols are engaged in hunting 
down and capturing the mutineers. 
The 
outbreak 
started 
Wednesday 
afternoon, when the sailors of the 
Seventh fort equipage revolted and. it 
is rumored, killed some of their offi­ 
cers. 
They marched out of the bar­ 
racks and imm ediately plundered four 
spirit shops. 
Crazed with liquor, they 
returned and seized their arms. and 
then went on the ramage, firing prom­ 
iscuously upon the troops and the loy­ 
al sailors. 
Later they were Joint *1 by 
many of their com rades and fighting 
continued from midnight until morn­ 
ing, when tho terror-stricken i/h a b i­ 
tan ts began to flee. 
The lowest esti­ 
m ates place tke num ber of dead at 
fifty. 
Several regim ents with eight m a­ 
chine guns from St. Petersburg and 
Oranlenbaum have been landed.
